Dispatches from Cairo report thai 


the "holy carpet," once the property 
of Mohammed, and long guarded with 
pious care in the Egyptian capital, has 
fallen into the hands of Bedouins, who 
attacked a caravan of Egyptian pil- 
grims while on the desert march be- 
tween Mecca and Medina. The carpel 
la usually carried to Medina every yeai 
on the great annual pilgrimage from 
Egypt and is then restored to its keep- 
ers. It is one of the most famous relics 
of the prophet, and the sacrilegious act 
of the deeert nomads will arouse much 
feeling-, particularly in North Africa. 


Mecca attuacts the faithful from the 


entire Mohammedan world, but by fai 
the largest part of the pilgrims, who 
visit Medina are natives of Africa. The 
reason is because Medina is second in 
sanctity to Mecca, and a -visit to the 
tomb of the prophet at Medina, -while 
highly meritorious, confers no honor 
nor blessing which is not equaled or 
surpassed by the holy fruits of the pil- 
grimage to Mecca; and few non-African 
devotees have the incentive to incut 
the sufferings and dangers of the 200- 
mile march across the aand waste be- 
tween Mecca and Medina. Of the four 
orthodox sects of Islam the Malikites 
ore very numerous in North Africa, and 
a large part of the pilgrims to Medina 
go there not only to venerate the tomb 
of the prophet, but also the tomb of 
the Iman Malek-Ibn-Ansa, the founder 
of the Malikite sect. 


The bones of thousands of these pil- 


grims whiten the route across the 
Arabian sand waste, where they have 
succumbed to heat and fatigue or to 
Ihe attacks of Bedouin robbers. This 
journey has always been among the 
most trying experiences of the pilgrim 
band. Some of the Meccans have made 
fortunes supplying camels and food for 
Vhe desert journey to and from the 
northern city. Thirteen years ngo * 
French steamship company spread the 
news far and wide that thenceforth the 
perils of the desert march might be 
avoided. The pilgrims were advised to 
return from Mecca to Jiddah on the 
coast, where steamers itould await to 
carry them 200 miles north to Jambo, 
whence they might make an easy and 
comfortable journey to Medina. 
In 


recent years several thousand pilgrims 
have employed this easier and cheaper 
route, but the majority hav& clung to 
(he old way, The.Bedouins who hav* 
committed the latest act of sacrilege 
are nominally Mohammedans, but they 
neither pray nor give thanks to Allah. 
They may be trusted to place the high- 
est commercial value upon any sacred 
relic falling into their hands.—N. Y. 
Sun.

ASTOR WILL PROBABLY WED. 


Announcement «* Hi* En*ncemcnt to 


Lady Randolph Churchill 


I* Expected Soon. 


It is generally believed that the ad 


of \V. W. Astor in becoming a British 
subject will be followed before long 
by the announcement of his engage- 
ment to Lady Randolph Churchill, for- 
merly Miss Jennie Jerome, of New 
York. 


Haling been naturalized under the 


general act of 1870, Mr. Astor's children 
—Waldorf Astor, John Jacob Astor and 
Miss Pauline Astor—become British 
subjects also. 


Mr. Astor intended to obtain nat- 


uralization by means of a spechil net 
of parliament, but was warned thar such 
procedure was very unusual and would 
in all probability evoke opposition. 
His application, therefore, proceeded in 
the regular manner of petitioning the 
home secretary, setting forth that ho 
had resided in the United Kingdom for 
five years and desired to become a 
British Eubject and Intended to reside 
in England. He paid the following fees: 
Twenty-iHe dollars on receiving the 
certificate of naturalization, $2.SO for a 
copy ol the certificate, $2.50 for his reg- 
isjration, $50 In "counsel fees; total, $80. 


Forty-three other persons were in the 


list with Mr. Astor, nearly all of them 
being German, Russian and Polish 
Jews. There were no other Americans. 
The only other name of prominence 
was that of Miss Alice Charlotte de 
Rothschild, daughter of Lord Roths- 
child.

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THE BOER CONTROVERSY. 
Kansas City Star: A correspondent 


asks: "By what right does Great 
Britain undertake to dictate to the 
Boers regarding their naturalization 
laws V" 


Great Britain has always asserted 


its suzerainty over tho Transvaal ro- 
pnblic, and even after the year of 1880- 
81, which resulted so disastrously to 
the British arms, peace was concluded 
on the basis of a British protectorate 
and a British resident, but granting 
the Boers local self-government How- 
ever, it is presumed that any govern- 
ment 
will 
eiercise 
its 
powers 


equitably; and when the Boers bave 
taken 
advantage of their practical 


independence to 
oppress and 
dis- 


criminate against the 
enterprising 


Englishmen and Americans who have 
done so much to develop the country, 
by overtaxing them, depriving them 
of the franchise or any voice in the 
government, it is time for borne out- 
side power to interfere. While tne 
United States is not so largely inter- 
ested as Great Britain, we have still 
quite a number of former citizens 
there, some 
of 
whom have; boon 


maltreated 
and 
whose 
legitimate 


enterprise has been hampered by the 
narrow, selfish and tyrannical policy 
of the Boer government; henoe we 
should sympathize with the British 
demands for fair franchise regulations. 
The United States has always pro- 
vided liberal]naturalization laws, and 


years ago •were considered only lit for 
the abattoir at $1 tp $2 per bead, the 
shortage in tha horse supply is 
emphasized, from the urgent inquiry 
and ready sale of all uaafnl horses it 
is evident that the horielesa age bag 
been postponed indefinitely.

and undeveloped country. The Boers, 
however, seem disposed to flock by 
themselves and to monopolize a vast 
region of earth, especially rich in 
mineral wealth, to their own non. 
progressive methods. Had it not been 
for the "uitlanders," as they call the 
foreign residents, the gold and dia- 
mond mines of Boerland would never 
have been 
developed. The country 


would have remained in a condition 
about as primitive as that of the 
regions of Asia occupied by the herds- 
men tribes before the dawn of civiliza- 
tion. In this country the Mormons, 
nucler 
the 
leadership 
of Brigham 


Young, tried to pursoe about the 
same policy and prevent the develop- 


• meut of the mineral riches of Utah. 


Many miners were murdered 
and 


Geutile emigrants were massacred by 
bauds of Mormons disguised as Indians. 
But in the end the Mormons hai to 
yield to the forces of civilization, as 
the Boers will. 


The Boers killed and drove out or 


subdued the native Africans because 
they wanted their country, and when 
they had obtained it they settled 
down in a mode of life only a little 
more progressive and civilized than 
that of the aborigines. The excuse 
for taking the land of the aborigines 
in America and in Africa is that they 
would not improve it, and that the 
growing population of the world will 
not admit of vast tracts being sparsely 
occupied and held back from oivilizing 
influences by a few nomadic savages. 
The Boers exercised this superior 
right of civilization in taking posses- 
sion of the country of the Africans 
and they cannot justly complain if a 
more progressive and enterprising race 
demand that they themselves shall 
oease to stand in the pathway of the 
utilization of natural resources. 


That is the whole Boer controversy 


in a, nutshell. The Boers desire to 
monopolize their country for grazing 
and such limited agriculture 
and 


primitive 
manufacturing 
as 
they 


choose to carry on. Enterprising out- 
siders or "nitlanders" have pushed 
in, attracted by the marvelous mineral 
riches and field for various enterprises 
and demand an opportunity to work 
and thrive. They have as much right 
there as the Boers had originally. All 
they ask now is the right of natural- 
ization, eqnal taxation 
and equal 


privileges of citizenship after^they 
have complied with reasonable resi- 
dential requirements. These conces- 
sions the Boers will be obliged to 
grant them sooner or later.

Consul Caughy, at Messina, in 
JiBcufsing this subject In a report to 
the state department, says: "I would 
suggest that dealers in essential oils, 
who purchase under chemists' certifi- 
cate, take a (-ample in the presence of 
witnesses immediately upon arrival of 
the goods, seal It, and send, in the little 
bottles made for that purpose, to the 
chemists at Messina asking for an an- 
alysis. I have discovered that after the 
Copper has been sealed it can be most 
successfully tampered with.

ute's contact of a hot iron with the line 
:>£ solder which encircles the copper 
where it begins to tapof will remove 
sufficient to allow two little holes to be 
made. If the copper is then placed on 
its side the contents will easily run 
off. 


Tlie adulterant, turpentine, is readily 
injected by a syringe. ' A few passes of 
the boldering iron soon destroy all 
traces of the work.

Health Authorities of the City 


Milwaukee \V111 Tent All Cow* 


for Tnbercvlonls. 


The Milwaukee health department is 


about to put into operation, a p^an 
whereby every ccm the milk from which 
is sold in the. city is to be tested for 
tuberculosis. 
Health Commissioner 


Bchulz has a plan whereby he intends 
tb make this test effective with the co- 
operation of the state dairy and food 
com mission. The city only had juris- 
diction within its limits, but with the 
cooperation of the state officers, the in- 
spection may be extended so as to in- 
clude all the cows w hose milk is sold in 
this city. At present there is no city 
ordinances providing for this test, but 
it Is included and will undoubtedly be 
passed in the new milk ordinance which 
the commissioner now has, ready to sub- 
mit to the council. 


The test for tuberculosis is made by 


injection tuberculme into the animal. 
If tho cow is healthy the tuberculine 
tias no appreciable affect. If she has 
tuberculosis the temperature rises rap- 
Idly, frequently going to 104 degrees.

Moindron loves France as the land oi 
his birth and California ns the home 
of his choice, and for the honor of both 
he wishes to show to the people who 
gather at Paris in 1900 to look on the 
wondlers of the world and the achieve 
irffents of nations a proof of one of the 
marvels of this new world. 


Capt. Moindron is a hardy sailor- 


man. Man and boy for 40 years he hat 
gone* down to the sea in ships and 
worked hia way from fo'c'stle to quar 
terdeck. 


One of the rugged giants that haa 


watched the children of the red man 
and the white; man come and go hf 
will take from it» bed in the forcbt and 
ride it 10,000 miles to the gates, of the 
busy city. 


"I will build," he says, "a schoonei 


from one of the largest trees in Hum- 
boldt county. The hull shall be one 
solid piece—simply tho trunk of the 
tree hollowed out and hewn into shape 
I will take a tree from 22 feet to 24 feet 
In diameter for my boat. She will be 
48 feet long, 15 feet beam and 10 f ett 
deep and will be rigged as a schooner. 
I will make my boat in Humboldt coun- 
ty, where the big trees are, and I fig- 
ure that it will take me from two to 
three months to Make it. I will spil 
from here, go around Cape Horn oi 
through the straits of Magellan, across 
the Atlantic and down the Seine to 
Paris. I want to be ready to start in 
time to reach Cape Horn about the last 
of December of this year, so that I will 
arrive at Paris by May of 1900. 


"This model I have made I am not 


afraid to show to anyone—nor would 1 
hesitate to trust myself to a boat on 
those lines." 


Capt. Moindron is all enthusiasm 


about his unique project. 


"I think," he said, "of sailing 16,000 


miles in the trunk of a tree. To do that 
and show all the world at the exposi- 
tion what California can produce I am 
willing- to risk my life."—N. Y. Sun.

I prayed to the 
Lord to save me, for I believed He could 
save me, even on the ivings of the tor- 
nado; and He did wonderfully presene 
my life. As I was going through the 
air, being whirled about at the sport 
Of the storm, I saw a horse soaring and 
rotating; about with me. It was a white 
horse and had a harness on. By the 
way it kicked and struggled as it was 
hurled about I know it was alive. I 
prayed God that the borse might not 
come in contact with me, and it did 
not. I was mercifully landed upon the 
earth unharmed, saved by a miracle." 


Young Webster saye he saw tho horse 


in the air while oe was being borne 
along by the etonn. "At ona time it 
was directly over roe, and I was very 
much afraid I would come In contact 
with its flying heels." The horse, it ia 
said, wa» caught up and carried one 
mile through the air, and, according 
to the accounts of reputable witnesses, 
at times was over 200 feet high, pass- 
ing over a church steeple. Many who 
were not in the storm say that they 
eaw horses flying in the wind. Beyond 
being well plastered with mud, the 
white horse was uninjured by his aerial 
flight.—Century.

among the Ute Indians on his reserva- 
tion a man who for SO years has done 
awful penance to atone for the acci- 
dental killing: of his mother, but who, 
In spite of what he has passed through, 
thinks that he has not yet suffered suf- 
ficiently -for his transgression. 


The killing was entirely accidental, 


and the tribe held the Indian blame- 
less >and did not punish him. His con- 
science, however, was his accuser, and 
it held him tip as a criminal. 


When his first burst of grief was 


over he imposed a harsh sentence apon 
himself. He made a solemn vow that 
for the rest of his life he would not wear 
clothing or enter a house, tepee, or 
other dwelling.

This rare wild white sheep is found

The horns of my IP i gest 
specimen of 1897 measured 4iy4 inches 
m length and 12% inches in circumfer- 
ence at the base.

In the summer this sheejp 
lives "chiefly on the rich, succulent 
growth ot the asplcnium septentnon- 
nle, which grows in the crevices of the 
rock on the sunny slopes of this/apged 
range. This beautiful animal must en- 
dure great hardships to survive the win- 
ters of this icy north.

. In. the latter part of Uie last century 
foxes were .very abundant on Long 
Island. A man named Post organized 
a fox hunt one day, and with a com- 
pany of men with dogs, started a fox, 
and all were BOOH in full pursuit, the 
fox of course running*! the top of his 
speed. 


A schoolmaster named Pleraon, re- 


turning from his daiJy toil, met the 
fox "head and head," and saw him run 
into a dry water hole. Taking a rail 
from a neighboring fence he attacked 
the fox, killed it and, throwing* it over 
his shoulder, started for home. 


Just at that moment Post, with his 


retinue of men and dogs, rode up and 
demanded the animal, a demand that 
was promptly refused. 


"We were chasing that fox and going 


to kill it," said Post. 


"I chased that fox and did kill it," 


retorted Pierson. 


Threats und arguments only made 


the determination of each party still 
stronger. Post declaring he would have 
the fox, cost what it might, and Plerson 
declaring he would keep that fox or 
know tha reason why, 


Post lost no time in commencing a 


mwsuit in a justice court. There he 
won the day, and the fox, but that was 
only a beginning. 
The case was 


promptly appealed and went through 
court after court, up to the highest 
tribunal of the state. The best counsel 
were retained on both sides, and what 
with lawyers' fees, traveling expenses 
and costs of courts, the expenditures 
are said to have reached $5,000. In the 
court of last resort Pierson won the 
case, but the court was not unanimous. 


Wild animals, said the decision, are 


)he property of no man. They become 
the property of the first person who 
captures them and reduces them to 
possession. If, alter being captured, 
tfre.v escape, they at once resume their 
original condition and become the prop- 
erty of the first one who again reduces 
them to possession. 


This case has always been, cited as • 


precedent since that time. A sports- 
man shot a quail wKieh fell to the 
ground wounded, but ran away. An- 
other sportsman pursued and caught 
it, and the courts decided it was his 
by the same rule as in the fox case. 


A hunter shot a wild goose. The bird 


fell into the water and swam away. A 
man having1 a/ boat pursued and cap- 
tured it. The goose was claimed by 
him, 
and the courts made his claim 


good. 


A large whale was seen off the shore 


of Long: Island about 30 years ago. 
Several boats manned by eager whale- 
men were soon in swift puiBuit. The 
whale was "struck" with harpoons. It 
was also "lanced," and the spurting of 
blood was sure evidence to whalemen 
that the creature was mortally wound- 
ed. As night was coining on and a 
high wind blowing, the whalemen cut 
loose. 


Three days later the dead whale 


drifted on shore many miles distant, 
and was taken possession of by parties 
who discovered it. The whalemen who 
had watched the beach in expectation 
of its drifting ashore at once claimed 
It as their property, and commenced a 
euit in the supreme court for Hi value, 
$3,000. The jury, by direction of the 
court, gave a verdict for the defendant. 
The case was appealed to general term 
and the verdict affirmed, and. the case 
of Plerson versus Post was cited 84 
authority. — Chicago 3'tmes-IIerald.'

Timson, a large tortoise Angora cat,

six miles from St. Louis, had an opera- 
tion performed on his lace recently, to 
the like of which probably no cat ever 
before was subjected. 


Timson was a feline De Bergerac. All 


his native charm and beauty, his chiv- 
alry and the courtlj- manners inherited 
from a proud, unbroken line of an- 
cestors, were spoiled by a big yellow 
smudge on his nose. For Timson to 
assume Beau Brummel airs with, that 
plebeian yellow nose was as absurdly 
impossible as Chuck Connors in an 
opera hat.

If the ice that is placed 


In the water were of the same water 
as that in which it is used, the results 
of drinking Ice water would not be BO 
:letrimental to the system, but the mix- 
ture of the two kinds of water forms 
one of the objectionable features. The 
less ice water one drinks the better. lee 
water increases one's thirst—that is, 
there is a greater tendency to desire 
cirink, inasmuch as ice water slakes the 
thirst for a moment, but does not 
quench it. 
Avoid cold drinks with 


meals, unless the stomach is sufficient- 
ly strong to react quickly; if not, di- 
gestion is retarded, for no food can be 
digested unless the temperature of the 
stomach is at 08 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Also avoid eating those things which 
create an undue thirst.—Ladies' Home 
Journal.

She will be the longest and 
broadest warship ever laid down in a 
government dockyard, while her draft 
will be shallow.

signed to attain the maximum steadi- 
ness under fire, and from her new steei 
gear very excellent results are certain. 
Forward will be the circular tops 
mounted with rapid-flre guns. Her to- 
tal armament will be 52 guns.
